A Gang of Ruffians Enter Their 
Shop and Nearly Kill Them. 


THE COWARDLY ASSAILANTS sur- 
POSED TO BE WALKING DELEGATES. 


Assault Took Place in Winter's Shop at 
Twentieth and Branch Streete—Henry 
Aye’s Skull Fractured —John Kraus 
Seriously Injured- Police Have a De- 
scription of the Assailante and Hope 
to Capture Them. 


Henry Aye and John Kraus, apprentices 
in the blacksmith shop of Henry F. Wint- 
ers, Twentieth and Branch streets, were at 
work in the shop last @vening when seven 
unknown men rushed in from the street 
and seizing hammers, files and any other 
tools they could lay their hands on, pro- 
ceeded to give the two workmeR an un- 
merciful beating. Both men were terribly 
injured and were carried unconscious and 
bleeding to their homes. 

Medical aid being summoned it was ascer- 
tained that Aye had sustained a fracture 
of the skull, while Kraus was suffering 
from severe internal injuries. The heads 
and bodies of the men are also covered 
with numerous cuts and bruises as a result 
of the blows and kicks rained upon them. 
The injured men are about 26 years old and 
have worked for Winters one and two years 
respectively, Neither employer or employes 
are union men and to this fact alone is 
attributed the cause of the assault, as al- 
though none of the assailants are known to 
the injured men, it is said that they belong 
to the union and were incensed at Aye and

FRED BAUER, A FIREMAN, HAD BOTH 
HIS EARS BADLY FROZEN. 


Delay in Getting Water a Serious Draw- 
back to the Department in Fighting 
the Fire-—Salvage Oorps Did Good 
Work~-Archbishop Kam Makes an 
Announcement for the Sisters. 


Fire broke out in the St. de Chantal Acad- 
emy of the Visitation, on Washington ave- 
nue near Sarah street, at 8:15 a. m., and with 
the mercury 10 degrees below zero the fire- 
men had all they could do to prevent a 
complete destruction of the building and 
contents. The water froze as fast as it 
struck the building, and the firemen were 80 
coated with ice that they could only with 
the greatest difficulty handle the hose. 

The fire broke out in the mansard roof 
of the academy building. The academy is 
conducted by what is known as the Second 
Monastery of the Visitation, and the bulid- 
ing is connécted with the monastery proper | 
by a covered walk.

Fred Bauer, of Engine 
Company 21 had both ears frozen stiff be- 
fore he knew it. They were treated with 
cold water, and then band d in cotton, 
and he continued on duty. hief Lindsa 
looked like a veritable ice man, as did all 
the other firemen. The building was seated 
with ice as were also the trees near by and 
the artistic effect was decidedly pretty.

TWO JAPANESE EXECUTED. 

An officer of the Chinese Imperial Cus- 
toms service writes to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent from Hangchow, under date 
of Dec, 18, as follows: 

“A new account of the execution of the 
two Japanese as spies about a month ago 
comes from a trustworthy source. A Jap- 
anese was sent from Japan by the family 
to bring back their son, who was studying 
in Pootooshan. When the steamship 
reached its anchorage, near Chinhai, the 
man was arrested. He said he was on his 
way to Pootoo to bring home a young stud- 
ent.

IN THE ARCTIC, 


A Speculation Concerning the Great 
Polar Ocean. 


From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

Lieut.-Col. Sabine has noticed a striking 
resemblance in the topographical configura- 
tion of the northern coasts of America and 
Asia, the similitude beginning at Behring's 

trait, whence a similar coast line is pre- 
served, each having also an attendant 
group of islands, between which there is 
much similarity. These are the Parry Isl- 
ands pertaining to the first mentioned con- 
tinent and the New Liberian group be- 
longing to the latter. Even as to latitude, 
these islands preserve a resemblance. 

But what of the great interior of this Po- 
lar Ocean? This is all unknown. An opin- 
ion may be deduced from a careful inspec- 
tion of a chart of the earth that this ocean 
has islands, and the fact that fowl are seen 
to penetrate toward the interior in great 
numbers is explainable on the hypothesis 
that they there find subsistence to invite 
them.

The President of Switzerland.

Emil Frey, now President of Switerland, 
was a farm hand in the vicinity of Chicago 
in 1861, whén he enlisted as a Sergeant of 
Company E, Mth Mlinols Infantry, from 
which he rose to be a Major of United States 
volunteers by the conclusion of the rebel- 
lion. Maj. Frey had gone to work at farm- 
ing to familiarize himself with the agri- 
cultural interests of the great West. It was 
his intention to return to Switzerland after 
a few years’ experience. It was not until 
after the war, however, that he went back 
to his native land and ‘then in very poor 
health. Hee in editorial labors, and 
soon became an active and prominent factor 
in the so-called social or progressive democ- 
racy, being repeatedly elected to Congress, 
and was one term Speaker of the House of 
Representatives. or National Council.

THE LAST STAGE COACH 


Drove Into Wheeling From Baltimore 
Just Forty-Two Years Ago. 
From the Baltimore Sun. 

John E. Reeside, now a resident of Balti- 
more, was in charge of the stage which 
made the last trip, arriving in Wheeling on 
New Year’s Day, 1853. 

Mr. Reeside's father, the late James Ree- 
side, was a pioneer in this travel. The son 
entered the same business when about. 15 
years old, and continued extending stage- 
coach lines westward, until they reached 


‘the Pacific coast. Railroads followed in the 


wake of the coach lines, “and ‘took away 


their business of carrying passengers and 


mails.

PITY THE MAYOR. 

Mayor Walbridge has fifty-four ap- 
pointments of heads of departments and 
institutions to make this spring. 

These appointment have been, and will 
be, the cause of innumerable combina- 
tions and pulls which will render the life 
of the Mayor miserable and will consume 
the greater part of his time and energy 
until the work is done. 

If the fifty-four heads were all, the 
strain might be borne; but each head has 
a number of appointments, and these all 
figure in the choice of the man by the 
Mayor, and will afterwards consume more 
time and energy in adjusting claims and 
political pulls. The subordinate places

four years cost more labor and worry 
than the conduct of the Government.

BOUNTIZES UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


The Court of Appeals of the District of 
Columbia thas unanimously sustained 
the decision of the District Supreme Court 
that the sugar bounty provisions of the 
McKinley tariff were immediately and 
completely repealed by the enactment of 
the new tariff law. 

Chief Justice Alvey joined in the deci- 
sion but objected to an “obiter dictum” 
in the written opinion declaring that, in 
the judgment of the Court, Congress had 
no authority to grant such bounties, and 
could not acquire it from general acquies- 
cence in the practice. The Chief Justice 
thought this constitutional question was 
not before the court, and did not deem a 
decision of it necessary, the court having 
only to inguire whether the provisions 
had been repealed. .., 

The case gges to the United States Su- 
preme Court for a final decision, which 
will probably be reached without touch- 
ing the constitutionality of the bounty 
grant. It is very difficult to raise in an 
effective manner the question whether 
there is any limit to the authority of 
Congress to do anything it pleases under 
the clause giving it discretion to “provide 
for the general welfare.” No case has 
yet been presented to the Supreme Court 
in which it was compelled to decide that 
question. 

The nearest approach to this adestion 
was Justice Miller's famous dictum that 
“there can be no lawful tax which is not 
laid for a public purpose, and that to 
lay with one hand the power of govern- 
ment upon the property of the citizen,and 
with the other to bestow it upon favored 
individuals to aid private enterprises and 
build up private fortunes is none the less 
a robbery because it is done under the 
forms of law and is called taxation.” 

To procure a Supreme Court decision 
on this dictum it seems to be first neces- 
‘Sary for some Federal tax-payer to resist 
a tax and show the Court that it is levied 
on him for the purpose of paying such 
bounties. Such a showing has so far been 
impossible, because all Federal taxes 
have been levied for the general and legit- 
imate purposes of the government, and

priating money in the Treasury. 

Perhaps an injunction to restrain 
Treasury officers from paying sugar 
bounties and ship bounties would 
raise the question of authority 
to grant such bounties. But the 
legal status upon which such an injunc- 
tion may be applied for seems to be want- 
ing.

The People’ Are Being Misled as to the 
Power and Scope of the Law- 
Whether the Appropriation in the 
Urgent Deficiency Bill Is Passed or 
Defeated Makes Little Difference Tax 
Can Be Collected Anyway. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Senator Gordon 
of Georgia, in conversation with other Sena- 
tors, calls attention to certain very im- 
portant provisions of the income tax, which 
compel tax-payers to make returns and 
pay their taxes upon incomes whether the 


pending appropriation passes or not. 

“The defeat,” he said, “of the appropria- 
tion bill will not defeat the collection of 
the income tax. from the people. Under 
sec, 29 of the law all persons and corpora- 
tions with incomes above $3,500 are required 
to make returns according to the form 
prescribed by the Revenue Department and 
the Secretary of the Treasury. This is 
made the duty of the citizens, and the mere 
failure of Congress to appropriate money 
for the more effective collection of the in- 
come tax cannot, of course, defeat the op- 
eration of the law nor the attaching of a 
heavy penalty, provided for on the failure 
to make such returns. 

“The only possible way for the opponents 
of the income tax to save the people from 
paying this tax is to repeal the law itself. 
The mere withholding of the appropriation 
asked will have no effect whatever, except, 
perhaps, to deceive the uninformed and be- 

lle them into a feeling of security and 

o neglect compliance with the pl re- 
quirements of the law itself.

SENATE DEBATE. 


After Some Preliminaries Teller Spoke 
on the Income Tax. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 12.—The Sen- 
ate galleries were fairly filled to-day in an- 
ticipation of a speech by Senator Gorman 
on the currency question, in which, it was 
thought that he would propose some solution 
of the problem from a Senate standpoint. It 
was expected, also, that Senator Quay would 
speak, as he had before him on his desk a 
roll of papers which looked like one of his 
formidable and carefully prepared speeches 
for which he is noted. Senator Wilson of 
Iowa appeared on the floor for the first time 
this session, after a long illness. Gov. Fos- 
ter of Louisiana was also on the floor, being 
introduced by Senator Blanchard. 

When the routine proceedings were out of 
the way, Mr. Cockrell called up the urgent 
deficiency bill. 

‘ithe presiding officer, Mr. Harris, ex- 
plained the parliamentary situation coming 
over from yesterday. Mr. Hill had offered 
an amendment to the income fund for col- 
lecting the income tax, so that the legality 
of dle tax would be referred to the courts. 
The chair had ruled out the amendment on 
a pointof order. 

Mr. Hill appealed from the decision of the 
Chair, and Mr. Morgan moved to lay the 
appeal on the table. In order to permit the 
Senators to further discuss the income tax, 
Mr. Morgan agreed to withdraw his motion 
and postpone thé vote on Mr. Hill’s appeal. 

Mr. Teller of Colorado (Rep.) then ad- 
dressed the Senate in support of a continu- 
ance of the income tax. He pointed to the 
large Treasury deficits, which had been tem- 
porarily met yb bond issues, The gold sup- 
ply was down to $77,000,000, and was rapidly 
disappearing.

Open the blue-book of Holland; among the 
650 names there written not one was borne 
by a Knickerbocker. 

Does this mean that they were of ob- 
scure origin? Not necessarily, but the ma- 
jority of the first Dutch colonists: in New 
Amsterdam were modest burghers or small 
farmers, However, there were a few gov- 
ernment officials, who ranked with the 
23 and had coats-of-arms. In Hol- 
and a patrician is not a nobleman, but 
one whose ancestors, for generations, have 
been magistrates or held high positions 
under government, in fact, a patrician is a 
notable burgher.

USE BLASTING POWDER. 


Methods Reported to by Would-Be 
Sportamen in Hunting Rabbits. 


From the New Castle Courant. 

Well posted sportsmen have informed us 
that the prayers of the rabbit have at last 
been answered. For years and years he has 
been passing the winter. months, sitting in 
the long grass or tangled brush heaps, with 
his eye on the sun and hoping against hope 
that there Would be no snow until time 
with him should end; He had no enemy so 
deadly as the sndw. It revealed his slight- 
est movement, and its downy covering hid 
from sight the acorn and the grass. But 
his time of waiting igtnow past. 

It is sald that the increase in rabbits 


this ason will be frightful. There has 
been ho show to sp of until recently, 
and the last few years have been good ones 
for rabbits anyway. Farmers are loud in 
complaints of damages done to young fruit 
trees and soft garden plants, and the 
farmer who will respeet the game law so 
far as rabbits are concerned is not often 
found. They are dispatched with stones, 
clubs, ferrets and some geniuses have in- 
vented a method of blasting them out of 
their holes. A whole colony is holed up, 
and a little charge of powder in a flask is 
let down into the hole. A long fuse is at- 
tached and then stones are packed tightly 
into the hole. The fuse is lighted, and the 
*‘sportsman”’ retires a few feet to watch the 
discharge. Ten to fifteen rabbits are a very 


usual return from the blasting process per 
hour, and our sportsmén feel sure that this 
improvement has come to stay. 

Prominent ‘local sportsmen have found 
this latter method much more rellable and 
productive of results than powder or 
shot, or even ferrets, and a brisk demand 
for half pint flasks has been noted. ese 
sportsmen now use their flasks twicé, and 
they begin to feel as never before that a 
flask is the only thing needed to perfect a 
man in sportsmanship. Many rabbits are 
so tame that.they can be killed with the 
empty flask without any outlay of wder 
by simply knoeking.them over as they sit 
or run. It is hoped that the noble trade of 
nimrod in keeping down the it plague 
may be suitably recognized by all good peo- 
ple. 2

NEW YORK, Jan. -A letter has been 
‘received by Mr. Haigag Equinian, an Ar- 
menian, of No. 11 Frankfort street, from 4 
friend Armenia, which gives a history 
of the events leading up to the late massa- 
cre in Sassoun. No such account has yet 
been printed. . 

Since 1880 Sassoun has been a field of 
fire and blood. Previous to that time the 
Armenian inhabitants 
dwelt in- peace and 
Kurds. Although of different religious 
Talths— the Armenians being Christians and 
the Kurds being, for the most part, Maho- 
medans—each worshipped according to his 
belief and allowed the other the same priv- 
ilege. They had their little religious dis- 
agreements, but socially and politically 
they were united against the Turkish Gov- 
ernment, which they deemed oppressive in 
its system of taxation. 

During the year 1880 the Turkish officials, 
becoming discouraged in their ineffectual 
attempt to collect the exorbitant and ever 
increasing tax which the Government levied 
upon the people, determined upon strata- 
gem as a solution of the problem. To this 
end a number of religious sheiks were sent

among the Kurds to sow the seeds of dis- 


cord. These priests pointed out to the 
simple-minded and bigoted Kurds that the 
Armenians were their natural enemies, and 
that it was the pleasure of Allah and the 
command of the Prophet that they should 
be persecuted. , 

The efforts of the sheiks were successful, 
and now the half-savage Kurds were 
united in sympathy with the Government 
and against the Christians, 

The Governor of Bitlis. has the honor of 
being the ruling spirit in bringing about 
this state of affairs. One of these priests 


Was Sheik Taib, * the right hand of 


Moussa Bey in his barous career. From 
this time on persecutions and assassina- 
tions were the common lot of the Armen- 
ians. Massacre followed massacre in rapid 
succession. Finally the Armenians were 
driven to desperation, and, deserting their 
homes in the valleys, took refuge in the 
high and almost inaccessible fastnesses of 
the mountains. 

In 1891 the Turkish Government sent an 
army of men, with cannon, to surl- 
press the handful of Armenians who had 
grown defiant in their impregnable posi- 
tion, but even this army, backed by artil- 
lery, was powerless to dislodge the hardy 
mountaineers, who, sides being natural 
warriors, had the advantage of the most 
impregnable natural fortifications it would 
be possible to find.

DISTANCE POWER TRANSMISSION, 
Twelve Hundred Horse-Power Carried 
' Eighteen Miles. 

A writer in the Electrical Review gives 
some noted instances of long-distance water 
power transmission, included among these 
being three pairs of turbine water-wheels 
at the falls of Juanacatlan, Mexico, each of 
which is rated at 600 horse-power, of, ap- 
proximately, an aggregate of 1,800 for the 
three pairs. Two pairs only are in con- 
stant use, the other pair being held as @ re- 
serve power, and for use in case of accident 
in the motive power plant. Now, the dis- 
tance over which the power is transmitted 
is nearly eighteen miles, the plant being 
situated over seventeen miles from Guad+ 
alajara, one of the largest cities in Mexico, 
to which point the power is carried and the 
electric lighting of the city is accomplished / 
by it. The twenty-inch turbines in this 
case are placed under a head of sixty feet, 
and are of very perfect construction, the 
wheel or runner proper being made of 
bronze, the shafts of the best hammered 
scrap wrought iron, and other parts requir- 
ing strength being of steel. The transmis-

CHICAGO, m., Jan. 22—The con- 
ference of leading college presidents 
of the Northwest, which adjourned 
shortly after 1 o’clock this morning, adopt- 
ed the following rules: 


First. That Each college and ‘university 


that has not already done so appoint a com- 
mittee on college athletics who shall take 
general supervision of all athletic sports 


| and have all responsibility of enforcing the 


rules regarding athletics and intercolle- 
giate sports. ; 

Second. No one shall be allowed to partic- 
ipate in any games or athletic sports unless 


he de a student doing full work in a regular 
or special course as defined in the college’ 


or university and no person who has par- 
ticipated in any match game of any college 
team shall be permitted to participate as a 
member of another college team unless he 
has been a student in said college for the 
of six months. This rule shall not 
ply to those who have graduated from 
one and have entered another. 

Third. That no person shall be admitted 
to any inter-collegiate contest who receives 
any gifts, remuneration or pay for his serv- 
ices on the college team. 

Fourth. Any student of any institution 
who ghall be pursuing the regular prescrib- 
ed course within such institution whether 
in an advanced class or one of its profes- 
sional poqis may be permitted to play for 
the minimum number of years required in 
‘securing the profession for which he is a 
candidate. 

Fifth. No person who has been employed 


for the purpose of training any college 
team for a contest can be a member of any 
team he has trained, and no professional 
athlete and no person who has ever been a 
member of a * team shall play 
in any inter-collegiate contest. 
Sixth. No student shall play in any game 
under an assumed name. 
Seventh. No student shall be allowed to 
cipate who is found to be delinquent 
his studies.
